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(54) Over-shoulder harmonica holder 

(57) A holster of durable material 1 ; with pockets 2 to accommodate harmonicas, an adjustable strap with buckle 5 for 
securing the holster around the chesL The interior is lined with soft material for comfort 4, and the harmonicas are 
positioned so that when the holster is worn they are not liable to dislodge themselves. The holster performs the function of 
making harmonica selection a quick and easy process, thus overcoming an inherent problem for the multi-harmonica 
performer. 
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THE OVER -SHOULDER HARMONICA HOLSTER 

This invention relates to an over-shoulder 
harmonica holster or holder. 

Harmonica players, especially players of the diatonic 
blues harmonica, often use several harmonicas 
whilst performing. This can create a dilemma for 
the performer in that the harmonicas not on use 
have to be kept nearby for later selection. To 
fiddle about selecting harmonicas on stage can 
often be a time consuming and clumsy process. 

According to the present invention it is made 
possible for the performer to keep the harmonicas 
conveniently about his person. The holder hangs 
over the shoulder and straps around the chest. 
The harmonicas fit snuggly into pockets arranged 
oh; the holster in such a way as to make them easily 
accesible. The pockets are designed at an angle 
so as to prevent them falling out should the performer 
move vigourously. 

A specific embodiment of the invention will now 
be described by way of example with reference 
to the accompanying drawing in which: - 

Figure 1 shows in perspective the holder in position 
on the performer. 

Figure 2 shows the holster itself in perspective. 
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Refering to the drawing the holster comprises 
a material body of leather or similar .durable 
material 1, onto this are stitched the pockets 
2 ,in this case four pockets but this number will 
vary according to the needs of the individual 
performer. 

A strap at 5 secures the holder around the chest 
to prevent slipping. 

Fig 2 shows the holster itself in perspective 
with a harmonica in place 3. The holster is lined 
with a soft material 4 for comfort. This figure 
shows the buckle for securing the strap at 5
